U.S., Russia ma k e c onc e s s ions 


(c ) Ne w York Time t 
Washington — The United States and the Sov iet 
Union, in an effort to achiev e a new agreement 
limiting strategic arm s by the end of the y ear, hav e 
made su bstantial concessions in their prev iou s 
negotiating positions, officials disclosed Monday . 
Following a week of intensiv e talks with Sov iet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromy ko earlier this 
month. President Carter annou nced that a new 
strategic arms accord was ‘‘in sight.’’ Howev er, 
administration officials refu sed at the time to dis­ 
cu ss the details of the compromise. 
These details hav e now been made known, and 
they reflect important changes in negotiating 
demands, particu larly the U.S. effort to cu rb Sov iet 
deploy ment of large missiles and Moscow’s 
attempt to limit the range of the cru ise missile. 


These changes are said by administration of­ 
ficials to represent a balanced set of concessions by 
both sides, bu t many of the details of the proposed 
new agreement seem certain to prov oke controv er­ 
sy within the U.S. defense establishment and on 
(iapitol Hill, 
As ou tlined by officials, the complicated and 
still tentativ e new agreement wou ld resemble, in 
form, the Carter administration’s so-called ‘‘three- 
tier’’ arrangement for limiting arms u nv eiled by 
Secretary of State Cy ru s R. Vance in negotiations 
at Genev a in May . 
I’his arrangement env isaged an eight-y ear 
treaty that wou ld hav e placed a ceiling on the 
ov erall nu mber of ballistic missiles and long-range 
bombers that each side cou ld deploy as well as a 
ceiling on sy stems armed with mu ltiple warheads. 


or MIRVs. In a separate, three-y ear protocol, both 
sides were also to limit the deploy ment of new 
sy stems, su ch as the cru ise missile and the Sov iet 
siS-18 "heav y ’’ ballistic missile. 
In addition, both sides were to sign a "state­ 
ment of principles’’ to gu ide fu tu re negotiations, 
which was to inclu de a commitment to seek su b­ 
stantial redu ctions in strategic forces before 19W) 
While the Sov iet Union accepted this 
framework for a new accord, Sov iet negotiators 
objected to the U.S. demand that the deploy ment of 
the SS-18 missile be halted du ring the period of the 
protocol. American negotiators, in tu rn, resisted 
Sov iet attempts to place long-term limits on the 
range of air-lau nched cru ise missiles within the 
contex t of a new treaty 
Under the compromise worked ou t earlier this 


month, the United States, in essence, agreed that 
Moscow cou ld continu e to modernize its force of 
some 300 “ heav y " missiles In retu rn, the Sov iet 
Union has agreed to place only temporary range 
limits on the air-lau nched cru ise missile, which, 
with the decision to cancel the B-1 bomber, has 
become the primary means for maintaining a U S 
manned bomber capability du ring the nex t decade 
These concessions, howev er, wou ld form only 
part of a more complex and far-reaching agree­ 
ment limiting the ov erall nu mbers of missiles and 
bombers that the two sides wou ld be permitted to 
deploy u ntil 1985. 
In the new treaty now u nder discu ssion, a 
ceiling of between 2.160 and 2,250 wou ld be placed 
on each side s total nu mber of long-range bombers 
and land- and sea-based ballistic missiles.

Washington (AP) — A former chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff said Monday that any 
attempt to spell ou t a U.S. right of military in­ 
terv ention in the Panama Canal treaty ‘‘will kill 
the treaty " and lead to seriou s problems with 
Latin America. 
Retired Gen. Max well D. Tay lor told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee that he u n­ 
derstood the lawmakers’ concern that the treaty 
does not define specifically what powers the 
United States wou ld hav e to protect the canal 
after it is tu rned ov er to Panama in the y ear 
2000. 
Bu t he said that becau se of the difficu lty of 
agreeing with Panama on the ex act meaning of 
certain terms, it wou ld be better to leav e the 
langu age alone. "I wou ld be v ery concerned with 
tampering with the wordage,” Tay lor said. "I 
think it wou ld be v ery dangerou s.’’ 
He noted controv ersy that has increased in the 
past week ov er ev ident differences in the way 
U.S. and Panamanian officials interpret the 
treaty , particu larly its fu tu re secu rity 
prov isions. A growing nu mber of senators say 
the langu age mu st be clarified if the docu ment is 
to win Senate ratification nex t y ear. 
The treaty say s the United States and Panama 
will share responsibility for maintaining the 
canal s neu trality after the y ear 2000. U.S. of­ 
ficials say that means the United States cou ld in­ 
terv ene or act in any other way it saw fit. 
Panamanian leaders repeatedly hav e declared 
the treaty does not giv e the United States any 


right to interv ene in Panamanian affairs. Bu t 
pu blished reports from Panama City ov er the 
weekend said officials there were attempting to 
dispel the idea that the two gov ernments are in 
any basic conflict ov er the pact. 
There actu ally are two treaties bu t they are 
considered indiv isible. 


Preceding Tay lor as witnesses were two other 
retired military officers, Adm. Thomas Moorer, 
another former chairman of the joint chiefs, 
who opposes the treaty , and Adm. Elmo R 
Zu mwalt, former chief of nav al operations, who 
long has been a treaty su pporter. 
Zu mwalt said he still backs the agreement bu t 
now feels clarification is needed on ex actly what 
it means for the canal’s fu tu re defense. He in­ 
dicated he thou ght this cou ld be done in 
"u nderstandings” accompany ing the treaty 
rather than by renegotiating the pact itself, as 
some senators hav e su ggested. 


Moorer said he thou ght the contradictions in 
U.S. and Panamanian interpretations of the 
treaty "shou ld be cleared u p withou t delay ” 
In addition to the qu estion of a U.S. right to in­ 
terv ene, he said, the treaty shou ld be modified to 
permit the United States to continu e stationing 
military forces in Panama after the y ear 2000. 
Try ing to defend the canal from bases 1,000 or 
more miles away , Moorer said, wou ld be far 
more costly in money and liv es than if the 
United States had commu nications and defense 
facilities on the spot.

When the "big issu e ’ v otes are tallied, the 
majority is not alway s made of Bob Siky ta. Joe 
Hampton. Leo Scherer. Dick Baker and Stev e Cook 
The minority does not alway s hav e two members and 
they are not alway s Bob Jeambey and John Robin­ 
son 
For ex ample, when it came to pu tting storm 
sewers on the Nov . 8 special election ballot. Jeambey 
was part of the fiv e-member majority and Baker was 
part of the two-member minority . 
On the 4 -2 v ote rejecting City -Cou nty Planning 
Commission nominee Hu ghes Shanks, Scherer was in 
the two-member minority ¡Jeambey was absent) 
Cou ncil members say the reason tor the blu rry 
div ision is that the basis for the split changes from 
issu e to issu e. 
The split u su ally is based on some consideration 
other than the so-called liberal-conserv ativ e 
philosophical differences between cou ncil members, 
Cou ncilmen u nanimou sly agree that the labels are 
olten misleading when u sed in the mu nicipal political 
sphere 
Jeambey points ou t that it was so-called conser­ 
v ativ es Scherer and Hampton who fell in line like 
liberals with the firefighter u nion's pu sh to hire ad­ 
ditional men 
So-called liberal Jeambey , who is a registered 
Repu blican and a Presby terian minister, considers 
him.self conserv ativ e when it comes to granting 
lu iu or licenses Ironically it is the so-called conser­ 
v ativ es on the cou ncil who su pport a qu ota on liqu or 
licenses, a policy which ru ns contrary to the conser­ 
v ativ e btdief of little restriction on free enterprise. 


When it comes to fiscal matters, ev en political 
opposites Jeambey and Hampton agree that all sev en 
members of the cou ncil are fiscal conserv ativ es 
Uou ncilmen also worry that the labels produ ce 
semantic confu sion For ex ample, so-called conser­ 
v ativ es Baker, Siky ta and Hampton are inclined to 
liberally hand ou t zone changes. ‘ May or Helen 


Boosalis say s Siky ta is the most liberal member of 
the cou ncil — when it comes to handing ou t zone 
changes * 
In the case of zone changes, alignment with the 
conserv ativ e philosophy of little gov ernmental 
rc.” rirtion with bu siness produ ces literal change 
Jeambey also points ou t that so-called conser­ 
v ativ e Stev e Fook, an architect, is likely to side with 
the so-called liberal faction on zone changes. Cook 
points ou t that when he and Mrs Boosalis were ser­ 
v ing on the cou ncil they were often referred to as a 
bloc becau se they u su ally v oted alike on zoning. 
In terms of political partisanship, there is only 
one cou ncil Democrat. Robinson. Cook is the cou n­ 
cil's only registered independent; the other fiv e are 
Repu blicans ■ May or Boosalis is a Democrat ) 
Cou ncil members hav e v ary ing ideas on the 
diHerences in political philosophy among them 
R obinson, B aker and Jeam b ey see a 
philosophical split in the way members of the cou ncil 
v iew the roles of gov ernment and bu siness 
Baker characterizes it as a “ bu siness, anti- 
bu siness r.plit, " with Jeambey and Robinson the anti­ 
bu siness members 
Robinson v iews it as a split between those who 
think gov ernment shou ld help bu sinessmen make a 
profit and “those who consider whai is in the best in­ 
terests of the commu nity at large. ' Hampton. Cook 
and Siky ta are most interested in profits, he said, and 
Baker and Scherer are often in that grou p 
Jeambey contends it is a div ision based on 
"economic v ersu s general interests” Baker, Siky ta 
and Hampton are those fav oring economic interests, 
he said, and Scherer and Cook often side with that 
grou p,

Seng is dropped 


Lincoln chiropractor William Seng will not face manslau ghter 
charges again, Lancaster Cou nty Atty . Ron Lahners said Monday . 
One manslau ghter complaint against Seng in the death of 
Debra Su e Schoenrock, 14 , was dismissed last month by Lancaster 
Cou nty District Ju dge William C. Hastings. Lahners’ office was 
then faced with the option of filing a new complaint with additional 
information or dropping the case. 
"No additional ev idence can be presented to show the commis­ 
sion of an u nlawfu l act," Lahners said. 
Ev idence of gross negligence was presented for the prev iou s 
complaint, l.,ahners said, bu t Hastings ru led there was no ev idence 
to show Seng committed a crime. 
Seng’s attorney , John Stev ens Berry , said he was not su rprised 
by the cou nty ’s decision not to refile charges and that Seng was 
reliev ed that the “ terrible ordeal” was ov er 
Carol Scheldt, who organized a petition driv e that netted near­ 
ly 1 , ^ signatu res of people su pporting Seng, said she was v ery 
happy to hear charjges wou ld not be refiled. 
"We (petition signers) didn’t feel the charges were ju stified in 
the first place,” Mrs. Scheldt said. The petition had no legal effect 
on the case, she added. 
Seng was charged last Nov ember with the death of Miss 
Schoenrock, the dau ghter of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Schoenrock, 7 4 00 
Badger. 
Miss Schoenrock died Sept. 21, 197 6 of pneu monia, ¡^ng was 
treating her for pain. Chester Norman, a Lincoln phy sician, was 
treating her medically . 
The Scboenrocks hav e filed a civ il su it against both Seng and 
Norman asking for an u nspecified amou nt of damages. The civ il 
su it alleges both doctors failed to reci^nize the phy sical sy mptoms 
that ev entu ally led to the girl’s death. 
Action on that lawsu it is pending in Lancaster Cou nty District 
Cou rt. 


Porras gunned down 
Mexican road 


Stan Porras, former ex ecu tiv e director 
of the Nebraska Mex ican-American Com­ 
mission, was shot to death Su nday night 
while en rou te from El Paso, Tex to 
Ju arez, Mex ico, according to reports from 
friends in Lincoln 
Pete Urdíales, who replaced Porras in 
the commission post, said he was notified 
Monday of the incident by a cou sin of 
Porras 


Porras, 38, was appointed the com­ 
mission s first director in Ju ne 1972 after 
the Nebraska Legislatu re gav e the grou p 
statu tory au thority He resigned from the 
post March 1. 197 7 , and apparently had 
gone to Mex ico sometime in April to liv e 
on a farm he had inherited from his father 
near Meoqu i, Chihu ahu a 


Porras was apparently near Ciu dad 
Delicias when his car broke down and he 
was shot "from the window of a passing 
car,” Urdiales said. Sou rces said that 
Porras had been inv olv ed in a land dispu te 
ov er the farm, bu t it wasn’t immediately 
known if there was any connection 
between the shooting and the dispu te

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Federal ability to cope 
with shortage criticized 


Washing to n (AP) — The new Department o f 
Energ y has serio usly o v erestimated its ability 
to co |)e with ano ther co ld winter and resulting 
natural g as sho rtag es, a co ng ressio nal repo rt 
say s 


Federal o fficials hav e said they will be able 
to make up 6 0 per cent o f ex pected sho rtag es 
like tho se that clo sed scho o ls and facto ries last 
winter. 
But in a repo rt released Mo nday , a Senate 
subco mmittee said “ the federal g o v ernment 
will no t be in a po sitio n to help v ery much," 
ev en tho ug h it credited o fficials with do ing 
mo re than ev er to deal with anticipated sho r­ 
tag es. 
The subco mmittee o n interg o v ernmental 
relatio ns based its co nclusio ns o n three day s o f 
hearing s in which o fficials o utlined a Winter 
Emerg ency Energ y Plan fo r 19 77-78. 
“ Ano ther co ld winter is o n its way and we 
are no t ready fo r what it may bring ," said Sen.

The repo rt s autho rs said they were im­ 
pressed with bo th the detail and sco pe o f the 
emerg ency energ y plan, prepared by the 
Federal Energ y Administratio n, The FEA’s 
respo nsibilities'hav e been taken o v er by the 
new Department o f Energ y , which went into 
ex istence Oct 1, 
The subco mmittee repo rt said that the mere 
ex istence o f the plan represents a far hig her 


lev el o f co ncern than the federal g o v ernment 
has sho wn prev io usly . 
But at the same time it said the plan 
“ appears to serio usly o v erestimate the 
g o v ernment’s ability to increase natural g as 
supplies and decrease demand sho uld ano ther 
co ld winter bring abo ut natural g as cur­ 
tailments." 
In any case, it co ncluded that federal effo rts, 
no matter ho w well-intentio ned, may be to o 
late to hav e full effect this winter. 
The repo rt made fiv e reco mmendatio ns it 
said wo uld impro v e the admistratio n’s 
emerg ency plan; 
— The adm inistratio n sho uld beg in 
neg o tiatio ns immediately with Canada to buy 
additio nal natural g as this winter. 
— Co ng ress sho uld enact leg islatio n g ranting 
President Carter autho rity to allo cate natural 
g as supplies. 
— In o rder to pro tect jo bs that mig ht 
o therwise be lo st. Co ng ress sho uld co nsider 
g iv ing the President po wer to reallo cate small 
amo unts o f natural g as to pipelines ex perien­ 
cing sho rtfalls fro m tho se which are no t. 
— The administratio n sho uld ex tend the 
Special Crisis Interv entio n Pro g ram, which 
helped two millio n perso ns pay last winter’s in­ 
creased fuel bills. 
— It sho uld also urg e the Department o f 
F'nerg y to act immediately to ease the special 
pro blems affecting the distributio n o f natural 
g as in New Eng land.

In the Senate, the lo ne o ppo sitio n v o te was 
cast by Sen. James Abo urezk, D-S.D, 
Despite warning s it wo uld be ruled un­ 
co nstitutio nal. the Senate tacked o n the amend­ 
ment pro hibiting distributio n and sales in addi­ 


tio n to the o rig inal ban o n pro ductio n o f so - 
called “ kidpo rn". 
The additio n was appro v ed 73 to 12 after its 
spo nso r, Sen William Ro th, R-Del., said it was 
needed because many “ sleazy sex merchants" 
who pro duce the material canno t be tracked 
do wn 
Ro th said they hav e “ hit and run 
o peratio ns in cheap ho tel ro o ms, deserted 
beaches, o r an iso lated stand o t wo o ds, leav ing 
few tracks behind them." 


The Senate also appro v ed, by v o ice v o te, 
an amendment which wo uld o utlaw such 
ev ents as the teen-ag e nude male and female 
beauty co ntest recently held in Indiana.

New Orleans (AP) ~ The shutdo wn o f the natio n’s seco nd- 
larg est po rt in a lo ng sho remen’s strike is threatening steel 
shipments to the Midwest and g rain ex po rts to fo reig n co un­ 
tries. But the impact is g reatest o n the city o f New Orleans 
“ Two -thirds o f the eco no my o f this a r^ is related to the 
waterfro nt.” H. G. Jo ffray , directo r o f po rt o peratio ns, said 
Mo nday . “ So if y o u shut two -thirds o f it o ff, the do llars aren’t 
co ming in.

“ Peo ple start so cking that buck away and keeping it fo r red 
beans and rice," he said.

The strike, part o f a wo rk sto ppag e that beg an Oct. 1 at East 
and Gulf Co ast po rts by the Internatio nal Lo ng sho remen s 
• Asso ciatio n, is cutting an estimated $2 millio n a day fro m the 
area eco no my . Unlike wo rkers elsewhere who are refusing to 
handle o nly co ntainerized carg o , the New Orleans 
lo ng sho remen are striking all carg o . 
Co ntainerized shipments acco unt fo r abo ut 6 0 per cent o f the 
carg o at the Po rt o f New Yo rk, but o nly abo ut 25 per cent here. 
“ Yo u’v e no t o nly g o t the lo ng sho re wag es, but y o u’v e g o t the 
mo ney that the crews o ff the ships spend here,” say s Edward 
Reed, po rt directo r. 
Reed said the bulk o f the carg o co ming into the po rt is 
destined fo r so mewhere else, so supply sho rtag es caused by an 
ex tended strike "wo uld o ccur all the way up the Mississippi 
Valley ." 
The New Orleans po rt handles 42 per cent o f the natio n’s g rain 
ex po rts and is the natio n’s majo r po rt fo r steel impo rts. 
"Yo u do n’t hav e eno ug h ro iling sto ck in the United States to 
handle the g rain ex po rts. They hav e to co me do wn by riv er,” 
Reed said. “ So if y o u hav e a leng thy strike here, y o u’re g o ing to 
back up the ex po rt g rain shipments.”

2 women, Amnesty win Nobels

Oslo, Norway < AP) -* Two women an ­ 
tiwar activ ists in Northern Irelan d an d 
Amn esty In ern ation al, the Lon don -based 
organ ization that works on behalf of 
political prison ers, won Nobel peace 
prizes Mon day . 


The Nobel committee of the Norwegian 
parliamen t awarded the 1976 prize to Bet­ 
ty Williams, 33, an d Mairead Corrigan , 32, 
tor organ izin g a broad-based “ Peace 
People's" mov emen t to en d eight y ears of 
fightin g in their homelan d between 
Protestan t an d Catholic ex tremists. 
The women lau n ched the campaign 
more than six mon ths after the Feb. 1 
deadlin e for peace prize n omin ation s last 
y ear, when all 50 can didates were rejected 
an d n o award was giv en . Sov iet dissiden t 
An drei Sakharov won it in 1975. 


The committee awarded the 1977 prize 
to Amn esty In tern ation al for 16 y ears of 
efforts to win freedom for “ prison ers of 
con scien ce" an d abolish tortu re an d the 
death pen alty . 
Amn esty 's gen eral secretary , Martin 
En n als, told a Lon don n ews con feren ce the 
prize recogn ized the “lin k between peace 
an d the fu n damen tal hu man rights that 
Amn esty In tern ation al has promoted sin ce 
its in ception in 19 6 1.” 
The organ ization appealed to the pu blic 
ev ery where to sign its petition to ev ery 
gov ern men t an d the Un ited Nation s 
seekin g the release of prison ers who do 
n ot adv ocate v iolen ce an d who are im­ 
prison ed for their religiou s beliefs, race or 
lan gu age 


Mrs. Williams told reporters in Lon don : 
"We'v e on ly been goin g 14 mon ths an d 
other people hav e been goin g for y ears. 
Bu t I kn ow how hard we worked an d 
perhaps after all we hav e earn ed it." 
Mov ed to tears by the n ews, Miss 


Corrigan said in Belfast: “ I accept the 
prize on behalf of ev ery on e throu ghou t the 
world who works an d lon gs for peace 
(an d) the man y people who hav e su ffered 
an d hav e been jailed in the in terests of 
promotin g peace.” 
The prizes are worth $141,6 00 to Mrs. 
Williams an d Miss Corrigan an d $145,000 
to Amn esty In tern ation al. 
Amn esty was the 10th organ ization to 
win the peace prize. In selectin g it ov er 53 
other can didates, the Nobel committee 
called 19 77 “ the y ear dedicated to 
prison ers of con scien ce.” 


The organ ization , it said, “has giv en 
practical, hu man itarian an d u n partial su p­ 
port to people imprison ed becau se of their 
racial, religiou s or political beliefs.” 
Amn esty was fou n ded in 19 6 1 by 
British attorn ey Peter Ben en son . Sean 
MacBride of Irelan d, a former peace prize 
win n er, on ce serv ed as its chairman . It 
claims to be the world’s largest hu man 
rights organ ization , with abou t 100,000 
members in 78 cou n tries, a bu dget of $1.5 
million an d a file of 4,000 cu rren t cases. 
The organ ization attem pts to win 
freedom for political prison ers throu gh 
pu blicity an d lobby in g, sen ds them 
packages an d letters, cares for their 
families, an d hires lawy ers an d keeps 
watch on their cou rt cases. 
The Nobel committee cited the two 
women 's “ in itiativ e to en d the v iolen ce 
which has marked the u n fortu n ate dis­ 
in tegration in Northern Irelan d, an d which 
has cost so man y liv es. 
“ Mairead Corrigan an d Betty Williams 
acted ou t of a deep con v iction that in ­ 
div idu al people can do mean in gfu l efforts 
for peace throu gh con ciliatory work,” it 
said. 
The two Roman Catholic women 


lau n ched their mov emen t in Au gu st 1976 
after Mrs. Williajn s saw three children 
killed by a ru n away car whose gu errilla 
driv er had been shot by British soldiers in 
Belfast. Miss Corrigan was the au n t of the 
slain children . 
Brav in g threats on their liv es by 
ex trem ists, 
they organ ized peacefu l 
marches by thou san ds of Protestan ts an d 
Catholics in Northern Irelan d, the Irish 
Repu blic an d En glan d. Last y ear they 
trav eled to the Un ited States to u rge 
American s to stop sen din g mon ey to the 
combatan ts. 
So widespread was the sen timen t in 
Norway for hon orin g them last y ear that 
Norwegian n ewspapers raised $325,000 an d 
gav e it to them as a “ People s Peace 
Prize." They u sed the mon ey for a tru st 
fu n d to create jobs, care for orphan s an d 
repair the dev astation in Ulster. 
In a recen t in terv iew, Mrs. Williams 
said the peace campaign had passed “ou t 
of the limelight" an d become a “grass 
roots” effort by more than 100 peace 
grou ps. 


“ Becau se of the Peace People, there are 
Protestan t an d Catholics who are talkin g 
to each other for the first time in 10 y ears, 
if n ot lon ger,” she said. “The lev el of 
v iolen ce has dropped sharply . I’m n ot 
say in g it’s all ou r doin g, bu t I’m su re we 
were a big factor.” 


The women were the sev en th an d eighth 
Briton s to win the peace prize an d the first 
from Northern Irelan d. MacBride shared 
the prize with Japan 's Eisaku Sato in 1974. 
Six teen American s hav e won the peace 
prize. The last was Hen ry Kissin ger, who 
shared it in 1973 with his North Viet­ 
n amese n egotiatin g partn er, Le Du e Tho, 
for arran gin g a cease-fire in Vietn am. Le 
Du e Tho refu sed to accept the award.

Moscow Radio an n ou n ced that the 
aborted Soy u z 25 mission en ded safely 
for cosmon au ts Vladimir Kov alen ok 
an d Valery Ry u min at 6 :26 a m 
Tu esday (10:26 p.m. CDT Mon day ). 
The Sov iet Un ion ’s Soy u z 25 an n iv er­ 
sary space mission ran in to trou ble 
du rin g a dockin g man eu v er Mon day 
after barely 24 hou rs in Earth orbit. 
After a len gthy silen ce on the mis­ 
sion , Moscow Radio an d the official 
Sov iet n ews agen cy Tass said Soy u z 25 


had been aborted an d the cosmon au ts 
were preparin g to retu rn to Earth. 
The Sov iet n ews agen cy Tass said the 
spacecraft closed to within 393 feet of 
the Saly u t-6 orbitin g space station Mon ­ 
day . Bu t, said Tass, “ becau se of some 
dev iation s from a plan n ed dockin g 
regime the lin ku p was can celled.” The 
report gav e n o fu rther details. 
W estern space e x pe rts here 
su ggested two possible reason s for the 
failu re, the latest problem in the 
trou ble-plagu ed Sov iet space program. 
The ex perts said the dockin g 
mechan ism on either spacecraft might 
hav e malfu n ction ed, or more likely the 
cosmon au ts may hav e ov ershot the 
space lab. orbited Sept 29 , an d n ot had 
en ou gh fu el for a secon d pass at the 
target. 


This was what apparen tly happen ed 
in April 1975 when a Soy u z capsu le 
failed to lin k u p with the Saly u t-4 space 
station . 


An other mission was aborted in Oc­ 
tober 1976 after Soy u z-23 failed to make 
a schedu led dockin g with Saly u t 5, bu t 
there was n o clear in dication of what 
cau sed the Sov iets to abort the mission . 
The R u ssian s su cceed ed la st 
Febru ary in lin kin g Soy u z-25 with 
Saly u t-5 in a 19 -day mission . 


Western observ ers say problems in 
the decade-old Soy u z-Saly u t program 
poin t u p a basic shortcomin g in the 
Sov iet rocketry . They say the Ru ssian s 
do n ot hav e a booster powerfu l en ou gh 
to pu t more than a sev en -ton pay load 
in to orbit. 


Becau se of the weight deficien cy , the 
observ ers say the Ru ssian s carefu lly 
hav e to ju ggle their spacecraft’s food 
an d fu el su pplies. Soy u z n ormally 
carries a fiv e-day su pply of food an d 
fu el, bu t fu el is redu ced to make room 
for addition al food on lon ger mission s. 


By comparison , the Satu rn -V rocket 
u sed by the Un ited States in the Apollo 
an d Sky lab programs can pu t 120-140 
ton s in earth orbit an d loft a 50-ton 
pay load to the moon . 


Western space ex perts said the 
dockin g problems "cou ld pu t a seriou s 
crimp" in fu tu re Sov iet space ex plora­ 
tion , which is believ ed to focu s on a 
series of lin ku ps with orbitin g 
laboratories. 
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17 inma te s a re k ille d in riot 
Gu adalajara, Mex ico (AP) — Riotin g amon g prison ers at 
the Jalisco state pen iten tiary killed at least 17 in mates Mon ­ 
day an d more than 2,000 con v icts later took con trol of the in ­ 
stitu tion . 
Depu ty Warden Jose Lu iz Alman zor said the v iolen ce 
eru pted at abou t 9 a m. when two ban ds of con v icts seekin g to 
con trol dru g traffic within the prison began fightin g on e 
an other.

* “ The Presiden t n eeds a 
stron g black person to adv ise 
him. He’s got to be black, 
hon est, well train ed an d able to 
grasp what the black com­ 
mu n ity n eeds," Kin g said in a 
recen t in terv iew. 
Kin g, who said he chats 
frequ en tly on the phon e with 
C arter abou t his campaign 
commitmen ts to blacks, firmly 
believ es the Presiden t will 
fu lfill them. 
“ I hav e ex plicit faith in Mr. 
Carter," said Kin g, sittin g in 
the office of historic Eben ezer 
B aptist Chu rch, where he 
preached 44 y ears an d where 
his famed son , Martin Jr., was 
co-pastor. 
Kin g said U N. Ambassador 
An drew You n g cou ld adv ise 
Carter of black n eeds, “ bu t he 
hasn 't time, he's too bu sy ." 
He said he u n derstan ds the 
v iew poin t of those black 
leaders who claim Carter has 
failed to keep his campaign 
promises to black v oters. 
“ I will n ot rebu ke Vern on 
Jordan (head of the Urban 
Leagu e) an d the other black 
leaders who are say in g that,” 
said Kin g. “They represen t im­ 
patien t people They represen t 
the most impatien t people in 
America. 
“ We’v e been shortchan ged 
so mu ch, they don ’t wan t to 
wait. Bu t Carter is goin g to 
carry ou t his campaign pledges 
in the best way he can . He’s 
got a Sen ate an d a Hou se to get 
past. It’s n ot goin g to be easy .” 
Kin g, who is bein g hon ored 
Wedn esday , in New York City 
at a fu n d-raisin g din n er for the 
Martin Lu ther Kin g Jr. Cen ter 
for Social Chan ge, added, “ I 
don 't bother Mr. Carter mu ch. 
I kn ow how bu sy he is, bu t we 
call each other. 


“ I keep on talkin g to him 
abou t jobs an d equ al employ ­ 
men t He say s he's determin ed 
to carry ou t his campaign 
promises an d he's mov in g as 
fast as he can ." 
The Presiden t has pu blicly 
credited his frien dship with 
Kin g as bein g respon sible "to a 
great ex ten t” for his 1976 elec­ 
tion v ictory . When Carter’s 
presiden tial campaign faced 
difficu lt day s last y ear, the 


can didate retu rn ed to Atlan ta 
for a rally with the homefolks. 
“ He stood u p an d held my 
han d an d let the world see it 
an d that was the tu rn in g poin t 
of my cam paign ,” C arter 
recalled recen tly before an 
o v e r w he l m i n g l y 
bl a c k 
au dien ce at the Zion Baptist 
Cu rch in Washin gton 
“Those were stron g words," 
said Kin g, shakin g his close- 
cropped grey head 
“ Sin ce 
then , I'm alway s gettin g mail.

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Past political alignments 
shape current City Mali battle 


The suggestion that future control of 
the mayor’s office is the root cause of 
political turmoil at City Hall is admitted 
by some members of Lincoln’s City 
Council and downplayed by others. Reac­ 
tions to the thesis that mayoral ambition 
fuels the political fire were sought by 
The Star’s Gordon Winters in a two-part 
story concluding today on the fissures in 
city government. 
But regardless of denials by some 
members of the council that concerted 
efforts are being made to embarrass and 
discredit Mayor Helen Boosalis, and that 
recapture of the mayor's office is a bur­ 
ning desire, recent Lincoln political 
history suggests that both are true. 
Lincoln elected its first woman 
mayor in May of 1975, but a significant 
portion of the community is still uncom­ 
fortable with the electorate’s decision. 
How much the simple fact that the 
mayor is a woman — her qualifications 
or drawbacks aside — has to do with the 
current political situation is hard to 
determine. We think it is a contributing 
factor. For all its supposed progressive- 
moderate reputation, a large part of Lin­ 
coln — as reflected in some council 
members — remains somewhat sexist. 
Add the fact that the mayor is a 
woman to a burning desire to return the 
mayor’s office to forces which felt much 
more welcome there prior to May„ 1975, 
and you have the makings of a marathon 
political grudge match which might 
culminate only after the city election of 
1979, depending on the outcome of that 
election. 
There are, of course, a myriad of 
motivations which need not be defined 
here, which contribute to the political 
status quo. 
It is sufficient only to remember the 
political alignments as they have existed 
for some years now. 
Councilman Bob Sikyta has never 
been a fan of the mayor’s, he says, and 
obviously is not now nor ever will be. 
Councilman Dick Baker, who is also one 
of that fraternity some call the “ City 
Council Five,’’ is not as unreconstructed 
as Sikyta, but tends to make life mis­ 
erable for the mayor nevertheless. No 
one saw them dancing in the streets upon 
the mayor’s election two years ago. The 
other veteran member of the council, 
Steve Cook, was long a political intimate 


of former Mayor Schwartzkopf, and that 
fact cannot be disguised by Cook’s asser­ 
tions that he used to vote with Mrs. 
Boosalis on a few issues when both were 
council colleagues. 


To that revanchist trio add new 
council members Joe Hampton and Leo 
Scherer. Hampton was instrumental 
back in the campaign of 1975 in bringing 
to Lincoln political malcontents from 
Boulder, Colorado and Madison, Wiscon­ 
sin who were called upon to tell our 
voters that the city would go to hell if 
Mrs. Boosalis were elected. The effort 
flopped then, but Hampton has 
tenaciously hung on and is apparently 
having more success lately beating the 
same drum, although evidence is lacking 
to support his argument. 


Scherer, who said upon election 
that he could work with Mayor Boosalis, 
has not done so to any great degree and 
upon reflection that is not surprising. As 
you recall, he was Schwartzkopf’s ad­ 
ministrative assistant, later a depart­ 
ment head for the former mayor, and 
was one of his chief political lieutenants 
before resigning to go into private 
business shortly after Schwartzkopf’s 
unexpected political pratfall in the 1975 
primary. One might imagine the 
satisfaction that Scherer took, for exam­ 
ple. in voting against the confirmation 
last week of Eric Youngberg, a Boosalis 
nominee for reappointment to the Com­ 
munity Development Task Force. 
Youngberg worked for Scherer in the 
city Community Development Depart­ 
ment when Scherer was director. The 
director was working for the re-election 
of Schwartzkopf and the employe was 
said to favor the election of Mrs. 
Boosalis, which was known to Scherer at 
the time. 
At any rate, there is historical 
justification for the assumption that the 
mayor is the political target of some 
council members, A denial of that defies 
reality. 
The fact that they refuse to view the 
mayor's performance objectively is bad 
enough, but that those opposed to the 
mayor may be manipulating events and 
that they have indeed trampled on the 
reputations of some Lincoln citizens in 
their effort to discredit the mayor is 
worse. 
In search of peace 


The recipients of the Nobel Peace 
Prizes awarded this week were par­ 
ticularly deserving. 
Last year’s prize went unclaimed 
then, probably because its eventual 
winners were nominated too late. Now 
Betty Williams and Mairead Corrigan, 
leaders of the Northern Ireland peace 
movement, will have the prize in hand 
and the international recognition due 
them. The truly overwhelming task of 
bringing peace to that tortured land is 
something only the saints might tackle. 
In this case, the movement was born of 
the simple belief of these women that 


children should be allowed the opportuni­ 
ty to live in safety and without fear. 


Amnesty International, the 1977 
winner, was honored because of its 
ceaseless efforts on behalf of oppressed 
people everywhere in the world. 


President Carter deserves credit for 
making human rights a prime inter­ 
national political issue at present, but it 
is an organization such as Amnesty 
International which has done the nuts 
and bolts work over the past years in 
trying to pull back the curtains of 
darkness. 
The sauntering trap 


Chicago — We've all heard of speed 
traps. But have you heard of a sauntering 
trap*’ 
It exists. Just for sauntering along, com­ 
muning with nature, people have been thrown 
in a small town pokey. 
It apparently happens ail the time in a 
state park in Ohio. And the story of the 
sauntering trap was told to me by a 
Chicagoan who was victimized. 
He IS Tom Quick. 23. Recently he. his 
wife and four friends made a weekend cam­ 
ping trip to Hocking State Park, south of 
Coiumbus. Ohio. 
They paid their fees, set up camp, and 
saw some of the sights That night, while sit­ 
ting around, they decided to take a walk on 
the nearby trail 
The SIX of them set out walking They had 
gone only 150 or 200 yards from their camp­ 
site when they decided to sit down and listen 
to the night 
While they were sitting, they saw a cou­ 
ple of flashlights on a hill above them, and 
they heard a voice say: “ There's a whole 
slew of them down there Let s go get 'em ' 
h couple of minutes later, the flashlights 
arrived, held by two camp rangers 
We said good evening, and chatted 
about the weather for a moment They 
seemed pleasant Except that they said they 
were going to arrest all of us for walking on 
the trail 
“ We told them that we were camped in 
the park They said that didn’t make any 
difference They said it was against the law 
to walk on the trails at night, so we were un­ 
der arrest 
“ I asked them why they didn’t have any 
sign.s saying that there was no using the trails 
at night, or chains or something to block the 
trail entrance. They said there was a sign on 
the mam road that said the park closes at 5 
p in. 
“ But there weren’t any signs saying 
there was no walking on the trail at night. 
When we checked in. they didn t give us any 
literature saying that, and nobody said 
anything to us about it. How is anybody sup- 
poed to know? 
“ They didn’t care what we said They 
said we were under arrest and had to go with 
them So they loaded us in a truck and drove 
us to the ranger station. They told us to get as 
much cash from our campsite as we could 
because we’d need it for bond or to pay our 
fines. 
“ Then we had to get m our cars and 
follow them through a lo g into Logan City. 
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That's about 25 miles from where we were 
camped 
When we got to the police station in 
I»ogan City, they told us we could post a bond 
of $33 a person and come back for trial in 
about four days. Or we could plead guilty 
right then and pay a fine of $38 a person. 
“ Well, we only had enough cash to get me 
and my wife and one of our friends out right 
away. So they put the other three in jail 1 
mean they fingerprinted them, photographed 
them, and treated them like regular 
criminals. Just for taking a walk in the 
woods 
W e wanted to get them out so 1 asked a 
policeman if there was some place 1 could 
cash a check He told me to try the bar across 
the street. The bartender said this happened 
all the time, but he couldn't cash a check for 
strangers He told us to try a gas station down 
the road But they said no, we should try an 
ail-night supermarket. We went to the all- 
night supermarket, but it is closed at night. 
So we tried a hotel, but they wouldn't trust 
strangers either. 
"So I finally had to call a friend back in 
Chicago and ask him for the money He got up 
and drove all night and met us in Columbus 
that morning Then we got our friends out of 
jail 
After Mr Quick told me his story, I 
called the Ohio Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment to ask them if they really ran a 
sauntering trap. 
And an official cheerfully said it was 
true, they do arrest people for walking on the 
trails at night. He sounded quite proud of it. 
The reasons, the official said, was that 
the trails can be dangerous in the dark There 
are steep cliffs, heavy brush. A person who 
wander^ off the trails could fall and break 
his neck. 
“ Why don’t you put up signs telling peo­ 
ple It is forbidden to walk at night, and that 
violators will be arrested?" I asked 
"Put up what?" the official said. 
“ Signs, So people would know they 
shouldn’t walk " 
He pondered that a moment and said: 
‘‘Signs’’ Hmm You know, that’s something to 
think about ' 
i'll be darned. It turns out there is 
something dumber than a Chicago alderman

MOSCOW 


Washington — President Carter is 
in deep trouble for the first time 
since he entered the White House, 
but in fairness, he is in trouble 
because he has had the audacity to 
face up to the most difficult national 
and international problems of our 
time. 


Make a list of the most powerful 
special interest lobbies in 
Washington, and there is scarcely a 
one of them that he hasn’t 
challenged: the labor lobby,’ the 
Israeli lobby, the oil and gas lobby, 
and the automobile lobby to begin 
with. 
Also; the lobbies for the blacks, 
the Chícanos, the cities, the 
farmers, and abortion. And in addi­ 
tion, the lobbies “ against" the 
Russians, free trade, equal rights 
for women, affirmative action in 
education, and changing the status 
of the Panama Canal. 
This is not a one-way battle either. 
For every concession he makes to 
the consumer lobby, he is whip- 
sawed by the big-business lobby and 
vice versa. When he challenges the 
Soviets on their violations of human 
rights, it is said that he can’t get on 
with Moscow, and when he co­ 
operates with Moscow on the Middle 
East, he raises a storm in Israel. 
Every president since the last 
World War has had to face this 
tangle, which is called democracy. 
So what’s new? In Carter’s case, the 
new thing is that he has decided to 
take on all the powerful lobbies at 
the same time, to fight on every 
front, on every continent, and on 
every issue from economics to 
theology, 
The reaction to all this is mixed. 
The diplomatic reports going out 
from Washington to the other 
capitals of the world in the last few 
days is quite different from the 
newspaper and electronic reports 
going out to the American people. 
In general, Carter is being praised 
in the diplomatic reports for trying 
to get down to fundamental 
questions: to get the co-operation of 
the Soviet Union on human rights, 
arms control and a compromise 
settlement in the Middle East. Most 
diplomats in Washington seem to 
agree that Palestinians do have 
“ legitimate rights” and that there is 
no way. considering the geography 
and politics of the world, that the 
Soviets can be "kept out” of a peace 
agreement in the Middle East. 
The newspaper reports to the 
American people are quite 
different. They deal, primarily, with 
the opposition to Carter’s Middle 
Eastern, energy, economic, and 
Panama policies, with his troubles 
in the Congress on these issues, and 
with his personal and political tac- 
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tics. These newspaper reports, 
emphasizing the negative and the 
opposition, have surprised, troubled 
and irritated Carter. He came to 
Washington proclaiming the 
“ goodness” of the American people, 
and relying on a Democratic 
Congress to support a Democratic 
president. But like President 
Kennedy before him, he has lately 
been discovering that the 
"goodness" of the American people 
is overwhelmed by the selfishness of 
the special interest lobbies, and that 
the Democratic Congress has a will 
of its own. 
Also, he has made some sur­ 
prising mistakes. Not since the last 
war have we had a president who 
was more available to the Congress, 
the press, business and labor, or had 
such exquisite personal manners. 
But lately in his presentation of 
major policies, he has been sudden 
and alone, not only in his handling of 
the Bert Lance case, but in his latest 
pronouncements on the Middle 
East. 
The first hope and major demand 
of the Congress and the allies — 
even of the Soviets — is that they 
should never be surprised by sudden 
twists or turns of American policy. 
But Jimmy Carter keeps surprising 
them by passing long on first down. 
He advocated a "homeland” for 
the Palestinians without checking it 
out even with his own State Depart­ 
ment He announced his energy and 
welfare programs without analyzing 
the opposition in the Congress, and 
he called for support of his Panama 
treaties before the test was 
published or both sides agreed on 
what it meant. 
So he is in trouble with the lobbies, 
the Congress, and even with his own 
party and for another reason. For 
while he has defied the lobbies, he 
keeps on trying to compromise with 
them. When he runs into opposition 
on his $50 tax rebate proposal, he 
retreats. When he makes a deal with 
the Soviets on a Middle East Geneva 
conference, and runs into the savage 
opposition of the pro-Israeli lobby, 
he embraces his bad-mannered 
“ friend,” Koch, the Democratic 
candidate for mayor of New York. 
All this puzzles Washington -- the 
members of his own party, the op­ 
position, the allies, and the inter­ 
national community. And yet they 
respect Carter’s courage, and his 
determined intention to confront the 
major issues at home and abroad. If 
he is ih trouble now, it is probably 
because he has taken on too much 
too soon. 
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Washington — In the winter of 
1976, as he moved toward the 
nomination, Jimmy Carter was 
asked in an interview what he would 
do about Vietnam War resisters, pie 
staked out his position in these 
words: ’ 


“ In the area of the country where 
I live, defecting from the military 
service is almost unheard of. Most 
of the young people in my section of 
Georgia are quite poor. They didn’t 
know where Sweden was, they didn’t 
know how to get to Canada, they 
didn’t have money to hide in collie. 
“ So for a long time it was hard for 
me to address the question in objec­ 
tive fashion, but I think it’s time to 
get the Vietnamese War over with. I 
don’t have any desire to punish 
anyone. I’d just like to tell the young 
folks who did defect to come back 
home, the whole thing’s over.” 
To some people who were making 
up their minds about Jimmy Carter, 
that answer meant a good deal. It in­ 
dicated that he was a man of com­ 
passion, and a man who understood 
himself well enou^ to learn. He 
held to the position through the cam­ 
paign. 
This past weekend President 
Carter signed into law a bill that 
strips much of the compassion from 
one part of the program he put into 
effect, as promised, his first week in 
office. The law will deny veterans’ 
benefits to many of the ex- 
servicemen whose discharges have 
been upgraded under the program, 
among them some men who had 
long service in Vietnam and were 
even decorated before getting into 
trouble. 
White House aides explained that 
the President did not like the bill but 
was afraid Congress would pass 
something worse if he vetoed that. If 
only Vietnam were involved, with 
the special emotions it still arouses, 
the episode could be written off as of 
limited significance. But what 
Carter did on this nasty little bill 
may be symptomatic of something 
more general and more troubling. 
To put it bluntly, there is a growing 
sense of uncertainty about what 
really matters to him. 
— He proclaims a new policy of 
reducing American arms sales 
abroad. Then, in the four months 
following the proclamation, he ap­ 
proves sales of more than $4 billion. 
— He cancels the B-1 on the 
ground, among others, that cruise 
missiles will be more effective than ' 
a new manned strategic bomber. 
Then he agrees to an appropriation 
of $20 million to explore converting 
the F-lll into a strategic bomber. 
— He insists that continued 
regulation of natural gas prices is 
essential. Then he lets the senators 
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filibustering to that end be squashed 
without the courtesy of being told 
about the change in tactics. 


The sense of uncertainty about the 
depth of his commitments could 
have extremely serious con­ 
sequences for Carter in Congressr 
For politicians see no point in taking 
risks for a leader who says 
something is vital to him but may 
not mean it. 


The B-l provides a current exam­ 
ple of the danger. When the Presi­ 
dent made his bold decision to 
cancel it, some Democratic con­ 
gressmen -from districts where the 
bomber or components were to be 
made resisted local pressure and 
supported him. Their help was 
crucial; a move to force continued 
production lost by just three votes in 
the House. Now Carter’s apparent 
willingness to consider another 
bomber has left them politically 
exposed. The House is due to vote 
again soon on the B-l, and this time 
it could go the other way. 
In short, some members of 
Congress are getting the idea that 
when Jimmy Carter says he really 
cares about something, he may not 
mean it. 
The White House might say, in 
defense, that Carter must deal with 
some rough characters on Capitôl 
Hill. That is true. There is plenty of 
evidence these days of a mean, 
petty-minded spirit in Congress. 
Some of the same people who want 
to punish Vietnam veterans with 
less than honorable discharges are 
actually trying to deny funds to help 
settle Indochinese refugees in this 
country. But a President can hardly 
impress Confess by giving way on 
his stated objectives to the point of 
raising doubt about his belief in 
them. 
Successful politics requires two 
things that sound inconsistent but 
are not: commitment to principle 
and an ability to compromise. It is 
necessary to accommodate other 
views without giving the impression 
that you have given up your own. 
I think that Jimmy Carter does 
have commitments. But his rush to 
make great changes in Washington 
has put them under great strain. 
When Congress begins to tamper 
with a plan, he seems to lose his 
footing. He has been accused in the 
past of unwillingness to com­ 
promise; now he may be going too 
far to get along. Somehow he must 
find a middle way to more modest 
but still principled objectives.

Ernest Gruening, portrait of a great man 


Washington — In p o litical 
Washington, the word “ great" is 
thrown around with abandon to 
describe some of the champion hacks 
of our time But it was invoked with 
justification in the rotunda of the 
Capitol the other day at the unveiling of 
a statue of the late Sen. Ernest 
Gruening of Alaska. 
Gruening began his Senate career at 
the age of 72, a time when most 
{»liticians are hanging up their spikes 
and retiring on a fat goveniment pen­ 
sion Before that, he had worked 
tirelessly for Alaskan statehood and 
was generally considered its father. 
And before that he was territorial 
governor, a newspaper reporter and 
editor, magazine editor, foreign cor­ 
respondent. author, historian and 
diplomat — an incredible record for a 
man trained to be a doctor. Hubert 
Humphrey once called him "the 20th 
Century Benjamin Franklin," but "the 
20th Century Thomas Jefferson” would 
have been more like It, so versatile was 
Gruening. 
But it is not his versatility that will 
probably win him a place in the history 
b<x)ks. Along with that of the late 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, his was the 
first Senate voice raised against the 
Vietnam War, and he and Morse in 
August, 1964, cast th^ only votes 


against Lyndon Johnson’s Gulf of 
Tonkin resolution that was used to es­ 
calate the American involvement in 
that misadventure. 
Defeated for re-election after two 
terms in 1968, Gruening kept up his 
fight against the war aiul, at the age of 
fô, stumped the country in support of 
George McGovern’s anti-war can­ 
didacy. McGovern was one of those in 
the audience at the unveiling. So was 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin; who 
Gruening always said should have been 
president. Nelson said, as he stood next 
to the statue, that Gruening, a fighter 
of many battles, "did not always win, 
but he never lost by default." 
Another speaker was Sen. Mike 
Gravel of Alaska, who defeated 
Gruening in the 1968 Democratic 
primary when his age had made him 
politically vulnerable. Gravd, sedtlng 
to be gracious, said that only UnM had 
defeated Gruening. But Gravel was 
dead wrong; time never laid a glove on 
Gruening until cancer finally struck 
him down.

In his last months, Gn^ ning fmuid a 
cause that captur^ his passions almost 
as much as bringing the Vietnam War 
to an end — the impeachment of 
Richard Nixon. Prom his ¡»»pital bed. 
tai Jum,. 1974, Ni fdiowed the House in­ 
quiry by watching two television 
channels simultaneously, and by 
reading dally editions of the 
Washington and New York newspapers 
and the Cimgr^ imal Record. Near 
tte emi, a vlritlng reporter waa greeted 
with an arm-waving, flat-shaking 
denunciation of the then beleaguered 
President. Nlxoo, he said, tboidd not 
only be Impeached, bid cooric^ of 
hi^ crimes, thrown out df cdacC tin» 
prosecuted as a citizen, convicted 
again and jailed as an example that 
American justice still works. 


Among those at the cerepiony in the 


Capitol was a young man named Nor­ 
man Jacques, a former member of the 
Rhode Island legislature, who refused 
to be inducted into the armed forces as 
a protest against the Vietnam War. 
Gruening heard about him, went and 
spoke for him, and then raised money 
for his defense. Others present the 
other day had similar stories to tell, 
going back to the days when Gruening 
quit medicine to be a reporter in Boston 
and eventually a diplomat under FDR 
Dylan Thomas could well have had 
Ernest Gruening in mlrul when he 
wrote pleadingly to the elderly not to 
submissively let their lives trickle to an 
end: 


"Do not go gentle into that goo(i 
night,

Ruling on inmate 
money left intact 


Washington (AP) - Court rulings prohibiting Nebraska of- 
lioials lrom permanently confiscating money found on prison 
inmates have been left intact by the Supreme Court. 
1 he justices refused without comment to hear an appeal by 


Nebraska Atty. Gen. Paul L. Douglas contending that the 
rulings of two lower courts will cause great turmoil in the 
state’s prison system. 
The high court’s action let stand a Feb. 2 ruling by the 8th U.S. 


Circuit Court of Appeals that the Nebraska policy violates 
prisoners’ rights to due process of the law. 
In 1973, officials at the Nebraska Penal and Correctional 


t omplex confiscated $436 in cash from inmate Dennis Sell and 
$40 from inmate Edward Konder. Under the prison’s policy, the 
money was not held aside for the prisoners for return when they 
were released but was deposited in an inmate welfare fund.

The two prisoners successfully sued the state when U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Warren K, Urbom ruled that the permanent seizure 
of their money denied the inmates their constitutional rights. 


The appeals court upheld Urbom’s ruling. 
In appealing to the Supreme Court. Douglas argued, “ Money 


inside a prison can be worse than a bomb, guns, knives, nar­ 
cotics or any of the other items which are generally accepted as 
prohibited items in a prison. 
“ Money may not only purchase any of those items inside the 


prison, but it may also be used from within to hire an assassin, 
perfect an escape, or accomplish other illegal activities outside 
the prison as well,” he said 


“ Money in the hands of inmates can be used to corrupt prison 


personnel and generally disrupt the maintenance of discipline 
and security,” Douglas said in his appeal which was turned 
down by the court last Monday. 


The attorney general said that because of money's great 
danger inside a prison, the threat of its permanent loss was 
needed as a deterrent to inmates trying to smuggle it in. 


Money found in incoming mail at prisons was not involved in 
the case. Such money is returned to the sender or credited to the 
inmate's account All that was involved in the controversy was 
money or other contraband discovered as a result of a search of 
an inmate inside the prison.

Local WICS board members and volunteers who support the 
WICS home for girls at 1935 D St. will attend, said Marilyn 
Edgecomb, WICS publicity chairman. 
Dr. Konopka is the author of numerous books and articles 
on social work and adolescence. Born in Germany, she left 
during the Hitler regime to complete her education in the 
United States. 
She is a member of the Minnesota advisory commission on 
youth, and directed a research project at the University of 
Minnesota on the adolescent girl in conflict.

Investigators said the vehicle he was driving apparently 
went out of control, crossed an irrigation ditch and hit a con­ 
crete canal 
He was a foreman on a ranch south of Lusk, Wyo.. and had 
been looking over cattle in a feedlot et Minatare Sunday. 
The death raised the Nebraska highway fatality toll for the 
year to 270, compared with 308 a year ago. 


Many voices formulate farm policy 


Dr. Peterson is UNL ag economist.

There may be as many as 30 federal 


agencies that have a say in formulating 
farm policies, according to Dr. Everett 
Peterson, agricultural economist at the 
University of Nebraska Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources. 


“ These agencies include Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration as well as 
several agencies within the Department of 
Agriculture,” Peterson told members of 
the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce 
agricultural committee Monday. 


“ When you consider that only 5% of the 


nation's population live on farms, the new 
farm bill probably is about as good as 
farmers could expect to get.” Peterson 
said. 


Peterson said that farmers feel the farm 


bill is the result of a cheap food policy but 
added, “ Look at it from a politicians’ point 
of view. Only about 4% of the voters are 
farmers.” 


Peterson said that only about half of the 


money in the federal farm program ends 
up in agricultural areas such as farm 
programs and funding for farm research 
and regulatory agencies dealing with 
grading and standards. “ Half of the 
money goes for food stamps, food in school 
and consumer protection activities,” he 
said. 


Peterson noted that some farmers want 


to get non-agriculturai functions away 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
“ On the surface that sounds pretty good, 


but without including food stamps in the 
farm bill, city congressmen would never 
have voted for it,” he said. 


Peterson predicted that net farm in­ 
come in Nebraska for 1977 might actually 
be higher than in 1976 
because of large 
government payments and much better 
crop production. “ The wheat payments 
are worth $50 million alone,” he said. 


Peterson said his figures include 
government loans to farmers on their 
grain because the farmer can't lose that 
income “ If he has to turn over the grain 
he can keep the loan money and if he buys 
it back and pays off the loan he can sell the 
grain,” he said. 


Peterson said the details of the farm 
program vary a great deal from one farm 
to another. “ About all I can say to a group 
is for each of you to go to your local 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service (ASCS) office," he said. 


Peterson noted that early estimates of 
the target prices on corn at $2.00 could 
place a target price on grain sorghum at 29 
cents a bushel higher than corn. 
“ It is an impossible situation. I think the 
secretary of agriculture will have to 
change it some way or we will see a huge 
switch from corn to sorghum,” he said. 
Peterson said the reason for the 


difference is that the formula in the new 
program figures the price on the basis of 
cost of production, instead of parity of in­ 
come used in older farm programs. “ We 
have figured several ways, but it always 
comes up higher than corn. I just don t 
think the government can live with this 
formula," he said. 


Peterson said that a part of the tax 
proposal being considered by the Carter 
administration would eliminate the 
capital gains tax on land and livestock 
replacing it with a straight income tax 
“ If the Carter people accept this 
proposal, it could cause land values to go 
down It could also drive a lot of non-farm 
investors out of agriculture,” he said. 


“ I think we would see a return to the old 
farmer-feeder operation. It would hurt 
farmers as much as the non-farmer, but 
the farmer is more likely to stay in far­ 
ming." he said 


Peterson touched on the proposal of 
some farmers to strike in December, 
halting all sales of farm produce. "I don’t 
think it will work. Farmers just aren't 
that well organized.” he said 


“ There is just no way farmers are going 
to see 100 - of parity on their crops this 
year unless we have some really bad 
harvesting weather.” Peterson said. “ We 
did have 100% of parity on most things in 
1973 and 1974 and on a few crops in 1975 It 
was nice while it lasted, but 1 am afraid 
that today it is just an impossible dream.” 
he said.

Wo rld" Wednesday, but Lo uis La Ro se thinks 
they have the sto ry all wro ng. 
"I think the who le trip abo ut Christo pher 
disco vering America is surely a myth. There 
were so me Indians watching Co lumbus and 
maybe they disco vered Christo pher," said La 
Ro se, chairman o f the Winnebago Indian tribe. 
" There is no thing to celebrate.” 
La Ro se and Ralph Vigil, directo r o f the 
Institute fo r Ethnic Studies at the University o f 


Nebraska-Linco ln, said Indians, and all 
Americans, might better celebrate Native 
American Day, o r Crazy Ho rse Day, o r even 
Standing Bear Day. 


"Mo st peo ple who identify themselves as 
members o f Indian so cieties wo uld no t be to tal­ 
ly enthused with the idea o f Co lumbus Day. All 
o f us can understand why,” said Vigil, the 
descendant o f Spanish, French, Pueblo Indian 
and Plains Indian ancesto rs. 


Rather than igno re Co lumbus Day, as 
many Americans do anyway. Vigil suggested 


all peo ple .celebrate "the true pro mise o f 
America.” 
"We sho uld lo o k at what has happened to 
America and reco gnize that what we have 
ended up with is prejudice, discriminatio n, 
iso latio n and individuals living o n reservatio ns 
that have no viable eco no my. It wo uld beho o ve 
o ur citizens to po nder this. 
"I think the Indians might celebrate 
perhaps a Crazy Ho rse Day. I think he was a 
great chief. He attempted to defend a way o f 
life," Vigil said. "Histo ry inevitably reco rds 
the viewpo int o f the co nquero r, rather than the 


feelings and plight o f the co nquered. 
"We co uld end up co mmemo rating a 
number o f o ther individuals who have been 
hero es to this gro up o f American citizens,” 
Vigil said. 
The Indians o n the Winnebago reservatio n 
celebrated Native American Day Oct. 4, La 
Ro se said the Indians were “celebrating dis­ 
co vering Christo pher Co lumbus.” 
La Ro se also suggested o bserving Standing 
Bear Day in memo ry o f a Po nca chief who se 
trial resulted in Indians being declared human 
beings.

Graduate students at the University o f 
Nebraska co uld pay higher tuitio n rates 
than undergraduates if the spirit o f a tui­ 
tio n rate study is fo llo wed 
The study, o rdered by NU Regents last 
summer, sho ws that at mo st universities 
graduate students pay mo re fo r their 
classes than undergraduates. 
Of the mo re than 15 universities 
studied, o nly NU has no percentage 
difference between graduate and un­ 
dergraduate tuitio n co sits. 
Many universities charge a flat 
sem ester rate, the sam e fo r bo th 
gra d ua te s 
and 
und e rgra d ua te s. 
Ho wever, mo st graduate students take 
fewer ho urs, thus raising the per-class 
price, ex plained Steven Sample, NU 
academic vice president. 
At NU bo th grad uates and un­ 
dergraduates pay $21 per credit ho ur. 


The repo rt, to be discussed at the I 
p m. Friday Regents meeting, wo n’t 
m ake specific reco m m endatio ns, 
altho ugh the repo rt sho ws ho w much 
cam pus inco m e wo uld increase if 
graduate tuitio n rates are raised abo ve 
the undergraduate rates. 
NU Regents apparently will no t dis­ 
cuss the stadium ex pansio n issue, po st­ 
po ned during last mo nth's meeting. The 
Memo rial Stadium ex pansio n pro po sal 
was po stpo ned until Regents co uld get a 
reco mmendatio n fro m the business af­

Tope used as evidence 
in Smith triai criticized 
Minneapolis (AP) — A tape recording which 
helped conv ict a form er Omaha, N eb.’ 
policeman of inv olv ement in a heroin-selling 
ring shou ld not hav e been admitted as 
ev idence, the • policeman’s attorney argu ed 
Monday . 
Attorney Joe McQu illan told the U.S. 8th Cir­ 
cu it Cou rt of Appeals that despite instru ctions 
by the ju dge it was impossible for the ju ry to 
ignore certain things heard on the tape in the 
cou rtroom. 
Leonard Smith, who was on the Omaha v ice 
and narcotics squ ad, was conv icted with 
three other men of inv olv ement in a conspiracy 
to distribu te heroin. Smith was paid $250 a 
month to tip heroin dealers of pending dru g 
inv estigations, McQu illan said. 
m e star prosecu tion witness was Ik e 
Conway , 48, said to be the k ingpin of the heroin 
ring. Conway agreed to wear a microphone to 
gather ev idence for federal agents in the fall of 
19 76 . 
His testimony plu s the tapes he helped 
produ ce conv icted Smith, Fau stino Selv era, 
Ru ssell Spearman and My ron Jack son, all of 
Omaha, in April. 
Attorney McQu illan, in an appeal based on 
fine points of the law, ask ed the cou rt Monday 
for a new trial. 
First, he said, Conway was head of the con­ 
spiracy —a job which“inclu ded getting the her­ 


oin—u ntil he began work ing for the federal 
agents. At that point, he argu ed, the con­ 
spiracy no longer ex isted. 
Second, the law allows tape as ev idence only 
if a conspiracy has been established by other 
ev idence. McQu illan said that noUiing Conway 
said on the tapes abou t Smith cou ld be u sed 
against him. 
Althou gh U.S. District Cou rt Ju dge Albert 
Schatz warned the ju ry to ignore certain por­ 
tions of the tape, McQu illan argu ed that it was 
“ phy sically and mentally impossible for a ju ry 
to mak e that determination. 
“Once they hear it, they hear it, and the 
damage has been done to ev ery lx x ly ,” he 
argu ed. 


U.S. A ttorney Thomas Thalek en, who 
prosecu ted the case, argu ed Monday that the 
conspiracy continu ed after Conway began 
work ing with federal agents, and that a ju ry 
cou ld be ex pected to recopize what portions of 
the tape it shou ld ignore. 
Smith and Jack son were sentenced to sev en 
y ears in prison; Selv era and Speai^ian eight 
y ears. Smith, Spearman and Jack son remained 
free pending their appeal. Selv era appealed bu t 
began serv ing his sentence Ju ne 20. 
The other cases, althou gh on the cou rt calen­ 
dar. were not argu ed Monday . The cou rt made 
no decision.

MAPP told to revise utility 
rules termed discriminatory 


The Federal Energy Regu latory Commis­ 
sion in Washington, D C., has ru led that a 
power pool, to which the Lincoln Electric 
Sy stem belongs, has not v iolated antitru st 
laws. 
Howev er, the commission ru led that the 
Mid-Continent Area Power Pool (MAPP) has 
discriminated dgainst ru ral electric co-ops and 
other mu nicipal u tilities. 
The commission ordered MAPP to rev ise 
the entry ru les and eliminate prov isions dis­ 
criminating against smaller electric u tilities. 
MAPP also was ordered to negotiate “fair and 
equ itable transmission rates that cou ld be 
charged the smaller u tilities” 
LES has applied for fu ll membership in 
MAPP and is ex pected to be accepted as a 
member, Lee Starr, administrativ e aid to LES 
Administrator Walter Canney , said Monday . 
Starr said the Nebrask a Pu blic Power 
District and the Omaha Pu blic Power District 
also are MAPP members. 
MAPP also serv es u tilities in Minnesota, 
Iowa, North and Sou th Dak ota, eastern Mon­ 
tana, western Illinois and Wisconsin. The su it 


against MAPP was filed by 9 2 co-ops, 
mu nicipal u tilities and farm grou ps. 
The smaller u tilities contended that MAPP 
discriminated against them since su ch power 
pools are an indirect, bu t major factor in deter­ 
mining the cost of electricity . 


Starr said that MAPP members share 
transmission lines and that most of the 
members hav e the capacity to generate their 
own power. By belonging to a power pool, 
u tilities can share su rplu s power and coor­ 
dinate regional power planning. Membership 
in MA^P also allows u tilities to obtain back u p 
power in case of an emergency . 


A central clearing hou se monitors hou r by 
hou r the electrical loads of each MAPP 
member and k eeps track of the su rplu s elec­ 
tricity av ailable if it is needed, Starr said. 
The major benefit of belonging to MAPP, 
Starr said, is its reliability in obtaining power 
and in getting that power at a lower ov erall 
cost. 
Starr said LES officials are not su rprised 
at the regu latory commission’s ru ling.

I was 90 on August 12. So what am I? 1 walk a mile almost 
every day and eat cereal and milk at night. I do not use a cane 
or walker or wear glasses! 
Aging: Am I old, lazy, or aging? It is in my mind. 
How old am I? Calendar age? Physiological age? The age I 
act and feel? 
Aging changes ail of us: Primary aging is a decline; secon­ 
dary aging results from injuries and diseases. As I age my ceils 
shrink in number. 
We do not all age alike: Only some of us get gray hair, 
middle-age spread, hearing loss, poor sight, stiff joints, etc. 
How can I maintain vim, bounce? Exercise! The body 
wastes away without exercise. Muscles slacken. Bones become 
more porous. The out-of-doors boosts lungs and brain by 
providing more oxygen; this aids digestion, improves sleep, 
helps circulation and nerves.

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Dodgers, Yankees resume rivalry dormant for 14 years

New York (AP) — A b aseb all rivalry 
dormant for 14 years will b e resumed 
Tuesday night when the Los Angeles 
Dodgers meet the New York Yankees in 
the opening game of the 1977 World Series. 


The Dodgers will start Don Sutton, the 
curve-b alling righthander who was 14-8 
during the season. He’ll oppose fragile 
left-hander Don Gullett, who was 144 
during the year b ut was hurt in the opening 
game of the playoffs. His shoulder re­ 
mains q uestionab le. 
For Sutton, the game will mark the 
fulfillment of a dream. 
“ I have b een dreaming ab out pitching in 
Yankee Stadium alt my life.” said Sutton. 
“ I’ve pitched a lot of mental shutouts 
against the Yankees here.” 
W he n they played in Brooklyn, the 
Dodgers won eight National League pen­ 
nants. Seven times their Octob er op­ 
ponents were their fierce intracity rivals, 
the Yankees. Five of those World Series 
went the full seven-game limit and left 
New York b aseb all fans limp from the 
excitement. 
Only once since the Dodgers moved to 
Los Angeles in 1957 have the two teams 
met in the Series. That was in 1963 when 
Los Angeles swept New York in four 


straight games. 
Both teams go into this year’s Series 
after improb ab le playoff victories. The 
Dodgers eliminated Philadelphia in four 
games, winning the last two in Veterans 
Stadium where the Phillies had b aseb all’s 
b est home record. 
The Yankees went the five-game limit to 
b eat Kansas City, also captaring the last 
two games on the road and overcoming a 
Royals’ streak of 38 victories in 45 games 
at home at the end of the season. 
Momentum should not b e a factor 
b ecause, right now, b oth club s have an 
ample supply of that intangib le working 
for them. 
The Dodger triumph was fueled b y a 
two-out, ninth-inning rally that wiped out a ‘ 
two-run Phillies lead in the third game. 
The heroes were a pair of senior citizens, 
Vic Davilallo, rescued from the Mexican 
League in midsummer, and Manny Mota, 
a professional pinch-hitter. 


Davalillo’s b unt single touched off the 
Los Angeles rally. Mota doub led and 
Davalillo came home on a throwing error. 
Then Mota scored the Dodgers’ tying run 
on a controversial call at first b ase b y um­ 
pire 
Bruce 
Froemming when Davey 
Lopes b eat out an infield single. 
Dazed b y that Dodger rally, the Phillies 
succumb ed meekly to left-hander Tommy 


John, who b eat them in a rainstorm Satur­ 
day night to clinch the flag. 
The Yankees also used late-inning light­ 
ning to b éat Kansas City. Trailing 3-1 
going into the eighth inning of the fifth 
game, New York got a run, driven in on a 
pinch-single b y Reggie Jackson, who had 
b een b enched b efore the game b y Manager 
Billy Martin b ecause of a l-for-4 playoff 
slump. 
In the ninth, New York struck again, 
using Mickey Rivers’ RBI single to tie the 
score and a sacrifice fly b y Willie Ran­ 
dolph to deliver the winning run. 


The World Series will match two old 
friends in the opposing dugouts, managers 
Tom Lasorda of the Dodgers and Martin. 


“The Series b etween the Dodgers and 
Yanks has b een a great part of b aseb all 
tradition,” said Lasorda, “ and I think it’s 
going to b e a very exciting Series.” 
Martin, still worn out after his team’s 
dramatic comeb ack victory, was asked 
what kind of encore the Yankees could 
supply for the Series. “ We're planning to 
show up,” he said. 
A y ear ago, under sim ilar c ir­ 
cumstances following a dramatic fifth- 
game, ninth-inning home run b y Chris 
(/hamb liss which won the pennant, New 
York was swept in the World Series b y 


Cincinnati. 
That was the second consecutive world 
championship for the Reds, who were 
dethroned this year in the National League 
West b y the Dodgers 
Lasorda said he will start rookie Glenn 
Burke in center field if the Yanks go with 
Gullett. Rick Monday, the Dodgers’ 
regular center fielder who has b een 
slowed b y a b ack injury, will start against 
right-handers. 
The first two games of the Series will b e 
played in Yankee Stadium Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights. The teams move to Los 
Angeles for the third, fourth and, if 
needed, fifth games over the weekend, re­ 
turning to New York for the sixth and 
seventh gam es, if necessary, next 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 
All games will b e televised b y ABC and 
b raodcast b y CBS radio

Medicine Valley has new attitude Bears

Last spring, when Medicine Valley footb all coach Joe 
Sb anderà sat down with junior Dirk Hansen for a heart-to- 
heart talk, neither realized the conversation would have 
so much impact. 
But it's b een a key to the Curtis school's No. 2 Class D 
rating b ehind St Edward in the Sunday Journal and Star. 
Hansen symb olizes a new attitude for Medicine 
Valley in 1977 after a disappointing 2-7 finish in '76. 
“ Dirk's mental toughness has improved almost 100 
percent,” Sb anderà said Monday on the heels of his 
team 's 20-6 upset of Grant, last week's third-rated Class 
C-2 outfit. 
Naturally, there's renewed aggressiveness and 
greater intensity throughout Medicine Valley's team, b ut 
Sb anderà can’t help recalling his conversation with 
Hansen last spring most vividly. 
“ Dirk's a q uiet kid and 1 wanted to talk to him alone,"

Magee (a Medicine Valley all-stale b ack five years ago) 
averaged six yards a carry and how Dirk was averaging 
35. 
“ There was little difference b etween the two 
physically. The difference was m ostly m ental 
toughness,” Sb anderà said, “ Dirk apparently agreed. 
He's b een an outstanding leader this year.” 
Playing against a rugged schedule, which includes 
thrive rated C-2 teams plus Alma in the first six games. 
Hansen has rushed for more than 600 yards.

“ Right now, I feel he’s an all-state b ack,” Sb anderà 
said, “ b ut I hate to talk ab out that when everyone this 
year is sacrificing for the sake of the team. That’s b een 
the key to our success. 
“ It wasn’t that way last year and we’re playing 
b asically the same kids,” added Sb anderà “They just 
took on a different attitude, set a goal and have worked 
^ a rd to accomplish it” 
The goal is the South Platte Valley Conference cham­ 
pionship. Medicine Valley is leading the league with two 
wins and a tie. Grant and Imj^rial are each saddled with 
a loss and Hershey has suffered a loss and a tie 
" It’s out of the frying pan and into the fire this 
week,” Sb anderà noted. "We play Imperial and if we b eat 
them, we should win the conference. If we lose, we'll 
prob ab ly finish third.” 
Sb anderà is thinking only one way. He’s b een a real 
stickler for positive thinking since listening to Baylor 
coach Grant Teaff at a coaching clinic in Lincoln two 
summers ago. 
“ I heard him, came home and ordered his b ook (I 
Believe) from Sports Illustrated,” Sb anderà related, “ I 
liked the example when his center set a goal to b ecome an 
all-American even though he hadn t b een a starter. He 
worked hard enough to reach that goal.” 
Last Wednesday in practice, Sb anderà q uestioned his 
team 's concentration toward its goal to win the SPVA. 
The next morning five players showed up in his office 
b efore school to tell their coach he was wrong 
He was wrong And he couldn’t have b een happier.

Catcher 
New York’s Thu rman Mu nson, the 
American Leagu e’s Most Valu able Play er 
in 1976, was an ex tremely effectiv e hitter 
in the 1977 play offs. He wou nd u p the 
regu lar season with a .308 av erage, 18 
home ru ns and 100 ru ns batted in, the first 
major leagu er in 13 y ears to hit .300 and 
driv e in 100 ru ns three y ears in a row, 
Mu nson has a qu ick release bu t his 
sidearm snap throws tend to sail toward 
right field. The Kansas City Roy als’ 
strategy was to ru n on Mu nson and the 
Dodgers are ex pected to do the same. 
Stev e Yeager of the Dodgers has a strong 
arm, bu t is not in Mu nson's class as a 
hitter, batting .25 6 with 16 homers, 
EDGE: Yankees. 
First Base 
Chris Chambliss su ffered at bat du ring 
the play offs. If he snaps ou t of his slu mp, 
he is capable of hitting the long ball (17 
homers and 90 ru ns batted in du ring the 
regu lar season). His defense is good. 
Stev e Garv ey was asked to su pply more 
power to the Dodgers' offense this season 
and he came throu gh with 33 homers, 
112 ru ns batted in and a .295 av erage. 
Garv ey ’s v ery capable and mobile arou nd 
first base. EDGE: Dodgers, 
Second Base 
New York’s Willie Randolph showed his 
mettle by hanging tou gh arou nd second 
base despite some jarring blocks and 
slides by the Roy als du ring the play offs. 
He’s an ex ceptional fielder who piv ots on 
the dou ble play as well as any one. A .274 
hitter, he u su ally makes contact. The 
Dodgers’ Dav ey Lopes batted .28 3, bu t is 
mu ch more of a home ru n threat than Ran­ 
dolph. Lopes socked 11 homers and 
knocked in 53 ru ns. He also is an ex cellent 
fielder, who has good range and a qu ick 
release on the dou ble play piv ot. SLIGHT 
EDGE: Dodgers 
Shortstop 
The Dodgers' Bill Ru ssell, a former ou t­ 
fielder, has ex cellent range, bu t he made 
28 errors in the regu lar season and sev eral 
key misplay s du ring the National Leagu e 
championship series. He is more spec­ 
tacu lar than the Yanks’ Bu cky Dent in the 
field, bu t the New York shortstop is 
steadier. At bat, Ru ssell hit .277 to Dent’s 
247. bu t Dent had eight homers to 
Bu ssell s fou r. EDGE: none. 


Third Base 
Graig Nettles of the Yankees had a poor 
play off series at the plate with no ex tra 
base hits He looked ov ermatched against 


the Kansas City left-handers. Bu t if he 
gets his stroke back, he’ll hit with power 
(37 homers and 107 RBIs). He’s alway s a 
marv elou s fielder, often making the spec­ 
tacu lar play . Ron Cey belted a dramatic 
grand slam homer in the opening game 
against the Phillies. He hit 30 homers 
du ring the regu lar season and drov e in 110 
ru ns, bu t slu mped badly the second half of 
the y ear. He gets the job done at third 
base. EDGE: Yankees. 
Left Field 
The Dodgers’ Du sty Baker had two 
homers, inclu ding a grand slam, in Uie NL 
play offs, continu ing his powerfu l season. 
He slu gged 30 homers and play ed a steady 
left field. Lou Piniella, the Yankees’ 
leading hitter with a .330 av erage, shou ld 
be New York’s regu lar left fielder in the 
Series after a consistent performance at 
the plate and in the field against the 
Roy als. SLIGHT EDGE: Dodgers. 


Center Field 
Mickey Riv ers is the man who makes 
the Yankees go as the leadoff batter. One 
of the fastest ru nners in baseball, he hit 
.326 and showed su rprising power with 12 
homers and 69 RBIs bu t stole only 22 bases 
in 36 attempts. He had an ex cellent play off 
series at the plate, getting the game- 
winning hit Su nday night. He has a v ery 
weak arm, bu t can ou tru n his ju dgment 
mistakes. Rick Monday , ailing with a bad 
back, has not been play ing u p to par. 
Rookie Glenn Bu rke filled in for Monday 
for part of the play offs, bu t may hav e trou ­ 
ble ’with the pressu re and the Yankee 
Stadiu m center field. BIG EDGE: 
Yankees. 
Right Field 
Benched in the final game of the 
play offs, the Yanks’ Reggie Jackson came 
throu gh with an important pinch hit. He 
had only one other hit in the play offs, 
while looking bad against the Roy als’ left­ 
handers. Bu t when Jackson is on, he can 
carry a team, like he did for the second 
half of the regu lar season when he 
fattened his statistics to a .28 6 batting 
av erage with 32 homers and 110 RBIs. He 
can be a defensiv e liability and sometimes 
is reliev ed in the late innings by Pau l 
Blair, a brilliant ou tfielder. An u nknown 
here is how Jackson, a clu tch hitter with 
men on base, will respond to the benching. 
The gu ess is that he will play with fire. Los 
Angeles’ Reggie Smith, a good defensiv e 
ou tfielder with a strong arm, belted 32 
homers and knocked in 8 7 ru ns while bat­ 
ting 
for Los Angeles. The short right 
field wall in Yankee Stadiu m shou ld be 
v ery inv iting.

Sta rting Pitchers 
The Yankee pitching staff is hu rt and

Grove license favored 
despite poiice record 
By&ordon Witrteii 
Stv SMf Wrttar 
The City Council Monday recommended 
renewal of the Class C (all types of sales) 
liquor license held by the Royal Grove, despite 
114 poiice calls made to the establishment last 
year;. 
However, in three months the council will 
automatically review the establishment’s 
police record, according to the recommenda­ 
tion made to the State Liquor Control Commis­ 
sion, 
Police said the Royal Grove, 340 W. 
Gornhusker, has the worst record among nine 
taverns whose police records have forced them 
to undergo a public hearing in order to win 
renewal. The licenses of other taverns and 
restaurants will more or less be automatically 
renewed. 


All nine taverns will undergo the same 
review as the Royal Grove, The other es­ 
tablishments are; The Zoo Bar; Sandy’s 
Lounge; Chesterfield, Bottomsley and Potts; 
The Night Before; Morocco Lounge; The Of- 
ficd* Bar; Godfather’s Pizza and The Town 
Tavern. 
Police said 26 arrests were made at the 
Rojal Grove in the past year for offenses in­ 
cluding fights, possession of marijuana and 


sale of amphetamines and possession of a con­ 
cealed weapon. 
One of those arrested was a Royal Grove 
employe who told police he took the job 
because of the opportunity to sell drugs. He 
told police he sold about 170,000 amphetamine 
tablets while holding the job. 
According to reports by undercover police 
officers, marijuana was smoked openly in the 
establishment, which often features live rock 
bands. 
Police officer Don Wilkens told the council 
that despite the tavern’s record, the police 
department is willing to work with owner Tom 
Jelsma to improve the operation. 
Jelsma noted that some of the arrests took 
place because the management reported an 
offense. 
Charles Hauptmann, 630 S. 28th St., 
criticized the liquor license renewal procedure 
in which he said taverns may acquire a bad im­ 
age during public hearings. 
Hauptmann said there were as many drug 
sales and fights at a well-known, 0 St. ham­ 
burger restaurant which is often frequented by 
teenagers. 
“ Why pick on the places that sell liquor,’’ 
he said, “ I’ve often heard these guys say they 
don't want drug users because when they’re 
using drugs they’re not using our product.’’

City Councilman Leo Scherer said Monday 
he thinks most of the people in Lincoln would 
like to see old City Hall demolished for a 
parking lot.

old City Hall and the former Federal Building. 
Both buildings would be part of the

Country Music Entertainer 
of the Year is Ronnie Milsap 


Nashville, Tenn. (AP) — Ronnie Milsap was 
named Entertainer of the Year and was 
selected Male Vocalist of the Year for the third 
time .Monday night at the nationally televised 
Country Music Association awards show. 
Milsap, blind from birth, also was named 
male vocalist in 1974 and 1976. He won a third 
award Monday night, Album of the Year, for 
his “ Ronnie Milsap Live” album. 
Crystal Gayle, Loretta Lynn’s younger 
sister, was chosen Female Vocalist of the 
Year, 
“ Lucille.” recorded by Kenny Rogers, was 
selected Song of the Year and Single of the 
Year. The Song of the Year honored its 
writers, Roger Bowling and Hal Bynum. 
Merle Travis, a guitarist-songwriter-singer. 
became the 30th member of the Country Music 
Hall of Fame. He is probably best known as a 
pioneer guitarist and as writer of the classic, 
“Sixteen Tons.” 
Jim Ed Brown and Helen Cornelius were 
named top vocal duo; the Statler Brothers won 
No 1 vocal group for the sixth straight year; 
the Original Texas Playboys were chosen top 
instrumental group, and Roy Clark won 
Instrumentalist of the Year for the first time in 
his career. 
Dolly Parton, considered a favorite for both 
Entertainer of the Year and top female 
vocalist, won nothing 
Nominees for Entertainer of the Year were 
Merle Haggard. Waylon Jennings. Miss Par­ 
lón. Rogers and Milsap. 
Milsap won top male vocalist over Larry 


Gatlin, Jennings, Rogers and Don Williams. 
Miss Gayle was selected top female vocalist 
over Emmylou Harris, Miss Lynn, Barbara 
Mandrell and Miss Parton. 
Jennings, who led with nominations with 
five, won nothing. He had tried unsuccessfully 
to withdraw from the competition because he 
objects to musicians competing for awards. 
He was arrested recently on cocaine charges 
but they were dismissed last week 
Selections were made by the 5,(X)0 members 
of the CMA, comprised primarily of singers, 
songwriters and record company executives. 
An exception was the Hall of. Fame winner, 
who was chosen by an anonymous 250-member 
committee. 
The awards show has traditionally stirred 
controversy. Last year Jennings refused to 
appear and three awards he won or shared 
were accepted by his close friend and frequent 
singing partner, Willie Nelson. 
Two years ago, Charlie Rich was announcing 
an award when he burned a slip of paper and 
made a rambling, disoriented presentation. He 
said later he was on medication. 
Three years ago, Olivia-Newton John was 
chosen No. I female vocalist, triggering com­ 
plaints that she was not a genuine country 
singer. 
The awards show launched a week of country 
music-related activities in Nashville. There 
are parties and awards banquets sponsored by 
various licensing agencies, concerts, a disc 
jockey convention and a Grand Ole Opry 
birthday celebration. 


Bus crashes into tree; (driver dies 


Pocono. Pa. ( AP) - At least one person was 
killed and several others were Injured Monday 
night when their chartered bus crashed head- 
on into a tree off Interstate 380 about five miles 
south of here, state police said. 
The bus belonged to Conestoga Transporta­ 
tion Co. of Lancaster and was carrying about 
40 members of the American Association of 
Retired Persons from Uncaster to a Pocono 
Mountains resort, police said. 


The victim was identified as the bus driver, 
Harold Miller, 17, of Lancaster. He died short­ 
ly after he was admitted to Community 
Medical Center in Scranton, officials said. 


Emmett Masterson, a trucker from 
Sa cra mento , 
Calif ., said he passed the accident 
scene shortly after the mishap. 


“ The bus looked like it left the road and hit a 
tree, and that tree was stuck a good five feet 
back into the bus. If that driver survived, it 
would be a miracle," Masterson said. 


Masterson, reached by telephone at a truck 
stop not far from the accident scene, said he 
could still see ambulances leaving the scene 
one after the other at 9 p.m. 


About 35 persons were taken to Pocono 
Hospital in East Stroudsburg, according to a 
hospital spokesman. The spokesman said most 
of the persons he saw admitted appeared to be 
suffering only minor injuries.
